Oppose Red Korea Plan 
The 
16 nations 
which

communism in Korea agreed unan­ 
imously today to reject the Russian 
and Chinese-sponsored Communist 
plan to reunite Korea on Kremlin 
term s.

Indochina, 
the other main issue on the con­ 
ference agenda. 
Bao Dai, chief of 
state of Viet Nam 
in Indochina, 
was reported to have agreed 
to 
end his .stubborn boycott of any 
meeting which included represent­ 
atives of the Viet Minh Communist 
rebels. 
Bao Dai, under strong 
French 
and American pressure, thus 
re­ 
moved a principal stumbling block 
to conferences on peace in Indo­ 
china 
and removal 
of 
French 
wounded 
from 
the besieged for­ 
tress of Dien Bien Phu. 
Molotov also repeated his claim 
for 
great-power 
status 
for Red 
China as one of the “ big five” at­ 
tending the Geneva conference. 
Moderate in Tone 
Molotov said the Geneva confer­ 
ence would reach a peaceful settle­ 
ment of (tie Korean question “ if it 
proceeds from the principle 
that 
the peoples of Asia have the full 
right to settle their own affairs 
themselves, that it is, first 
and 
foremost, their own business.” 
Molotov’s speech was surprising­ 
ly moderate in tone, his charges 
against the United States wbeing 
limited mainly to 
the accusation 
of “ aggression • against Red China. 
As did Chou En Lai 
Wednesday, 
he expressed regret that the con- 
terence did not include India, Indo­ 
nesia, Burma, Pakistan and other 
Asiatic nations.

Eisenhower 
reasserted today

United States will not become In­ 
volved in w ar in Indochina or any­

Mr, Eisenhower repeated his pre­ 
viously

assurances 
at

news conference shortly before he 
met 
with his

Security 
Council to consider what measures 
might be taken to help the French 
in Indochina. 
Although Mr. Eisenhower did not 
mention it today, he has explained 
before that in event of an attack 
on this country, he of course would 
not wait for a declaration by Con­ 
gress 
before 
putting 
our arm ed 
forces into action. 
He opposed Imlay a pending pro­ 
posal in the House which would 
hamper him in sending American 
troop* anywhere in the world, 
He 
said 
flexibility 
of authority 
is 
needed to deal with what he called 
fluid international situations. 
Broad Talks With British 
The President was guarded 
in 
giving 
hts 
views on the 
tense 
Southeast 
Asia 
situation 
where 
France is confronted with a mili­ 
tary and political crisis. 
He hoped the Geneva conference 
would arrive 
at some practical 
bu.sis for getting along in the 
F ar 
East without war. 
The President 
refused to say 
whether ’France had 
asked

American planes flown by Ameri­

Indochina. 
He said he would not 
object to discussing the question 
iii detail after the Geneva meeting. 
He would not say whether he had 
rejected such a French request. 
Mr. Eisenhower said such ques­ 
tions as sending American air pow­ 
er to Indochina had been discussed 
with in this government and 
with 
congressional leaders.

the British. 
Any talks with the British, he said, 
had bi en on a broader basis. 
As for his hopes for Geneva, the

course between what he catted the 
unattainable and unacceptable ex­ 
tremes. 
Opposes Partition 
The unacceptable

unattainable, he said, would be the 
development of a completely satis­ 
factory system with the Commu­ 
nists.

Predicts"Farmers 
Face One of Worst 
Corn Borer Years 


( H AM PAIGN IF - Illinois farm­ 
ers face the threat of one of the 
worst years of corn borer damage 
on record, according to a state 
entomologist. 
Dr. 
George C. 
Decker of the 
illinois Natural History Survey Di­ 
vision said last fall’s “ second high­ 
est corn borer population on rec­ 
ord’ 
came through the winter in 
good condition. 
Almost anything can happen” 
he said. “ Early corn planting and 
delayed 
moth emergence 
could 
pi ©duce populations far exceeding 
those observed in the disastrous 
TWI season ’’ 
“ Un the other hand, early moth 
i mergence coupled with late corn 
planting or weather extremely ad­ 
verse to the borer, such as ex­ 
treme drought or unusually heavy, 
heating rains during moth flight 
and egg laying periods, could hold 
(tie infestation to levels of last vear 
or even lower,” he said 
D ecker said 
a 75 mile belt in 
north central 
Illinois-from 
Rock 
Island. 
Mercer and 
Henderson 
counties in the west to Will, Kan­ 
kakee and Iroquois in the east— 
has the heaviest infestation. 
He 
said the increase there more than 
onsets a drop rn some .southern 
Illinois areas.
